Sir:- 


I have approved and referred to the accounting officers for settlement the account of R.A. 
McClure, for a United States half cent of 1796, amounting to $20.-, payment to be made from the 
appropriation of this Bureau, for the purchase of specimens of ores and coins. As this 
appropriation is intended for expenses relating to the business of this Bureau, purchases of 
specimen coins payable therefrom must be made by this office or upon its authority previously 
obtained. In future you will make no purchases of coins payable from this appropriation, without 
the authority of the Director. 


I find upon examination that prior to 1875, an appropriation of from $300 to $600 was 
made each year by Congress for specimens of coins and ores for the Cabinet of your Mint. If you 
desire that continued and request it. I will recommend a reasonable appropriation for the next 
fiscal year.
